Federal government of Australia is 


taking a page from the philosophy 
of Premier Mussolini. It today called 


trols over capital and labor, strikes, 
trade unionism and the essential 
service of the country. A referendum 
of the people will be taken Septem- 
ber 4 on two questions, giving the 
commonwealth greater wers in 
commerce and industry, which, if 
passed, will confer on the Federal 
government authority like that given 
by the syndical laws now operating 
in Italy. 

However, political parties are 80 
divided on the questions that it u 
said it will be impossible for the 
referendum to be carried. 


MUST BE VOTED ON 
Under Federal constitution powers 
inherent i nthe various States are 
retained by them, except those 
specifically reserved to the common- 
wealth. To add or to subtract from 
the powers of the Federal Parlia- 
ment, the alterations must 
be submitted to the people by refer- 
endum. To be of value the proposed 
amendments must be carried by «a 
majorify of the votes cast in a ma- 
jority of States and also a majority 
of votes cast throughout the whole 


The dealing with 
trade and industry, relates to five 
amendments, to the Constitution. 
The first seeks to give Parliament 
control over both local or foreign cor- 
porations, except municipal and gov- 
ernmental corporations and those 
formed for eleemosynary or charit- 


give Parliament 
power to prevent and settle all in- 
dustrial disputes intrastate as well 
as interstate. 

The third would enable Parlia- 
ment or any court created by it, 
to regulate and determine the terms 
and conditions of industrial employ- 

t through the commonwealth. 

e fourth, which is corollary to 
the third, asks that the Federal 
Parliament be empowered to delegate 
to the States power to establish 
tribunals, or otherwise determine in- 
dustrial disputes. 


APPLIES TO UNIONS 

The fifth applies to all trusts and 
combipes in restraint of trade, trade 
unions and associations of employees 
and empldyers, for industrial pur- 
poses, including the promotion, reg- 
ulation, control and dissolution 
thereof. These points if carried will 
give the Federal Parliament full 
power and authority over the gaid- 
ance of trade unions t 
the commonwealth. 

The second referendum is clear and 
short. It simply asks that Sec. 
61 of the Constitution be amended 
to give the Federal Parliament pow- 
er to protect the interests of the 
public in case of the actual og prob- 
able interruption of any of the es- 
sential services. 

Prime Minister Bruce regards the 
latter referendum as essential] to the 
peace and good order of the com- 
monwealth. At present, if a strike 
affecting, say, transport, food supplies 
or defense should break out the Fed- 
eral government could take no such 
steps as were taken by the British 
government on the occasion of the 
recent general strike.

Japan Makes Most of China's 
Payments 


Merchants Taken on Tours 
of Nippon 


Policy Part of Propaganda 
for Trade Pact 


SHANGHAI. Aug. 8. (Exclusive)— 
Strange uses have been made of the 
indemnities which China has had to 
pay as a result of the Boxer uprising 
twenty-six years ago, but none 80 
strange as that made by Japan. 

The United States set the ball roll- 
ing by returning her share of the in- 
demnity in the form of an educa- 


tional gift—the founding of a great 
university in China, and payment of 
the expenses of Chinese students in 
American universities. Some other 
powers remitted the payments en- 
tirely. France, selfishly, “remitted” 


| the money by using it to re-open & 


defunct French-Asiatic bank with 


government connections. 


Now Japan is “renouncing” her fu- 
ture payments in an odd way— 
namely, by accepting the money and 
then using it to pay for the enter- 
tainment and traveling expenses. of 
prominent Chinese business men who 
are being taken on tours through 
Japan as the guests of the Japanese 
government. Thus is goodwill pro- 
mcted—and most of the money stays 
in Japan after all. 

This Japanese drive for China's 
— — goodwill is an item of 
grave im nee to American firms 
doing business in the Orient. It be- 
gan just after the treaty powers for- 
mally agreed that China shall have 
complete control of her own tariff 
schedules after January 1, 1929. 

Now it so happens that Japan's 
prosperity is entirely dependent upon 
her export trade to China. If C 
chooses to put up a high tariff 
against Japanese manufactured goods. 
why then Japan will be in serious 
straits. On this account Japan has 
abandoned the use of diplomatic 
threats and of gunboats in her deal- 
ings with China, and is following « 
policy conciliation. 

What is proposed is well known to 
the consulates and ministries of other 
countries. Japan, to put it briefly. 
wants’ to negotiate a treaty with 
‘China which will be, in effect, a spe- 
cial trade agreement providing that 
tor a period of ten years after Jan- 
uary 1, 1929, Japanese goods shall be 
permitted to come into China at tariff 
rates lower than those to be imposed 
upon goods from the United States. 
England or any other countries. 

If this treaty is concluded it wil) 
give Japan the undisputed domina- 
tion of Chinas financial and eco- 
nomic developments. Already, by 
means of purchases and loans, Japan 
controls nearly 90 per cent of China's 
uon and steel output, more than 75 
per cent of her coal tonnage, and 
more than 60 per cent of her cotton 
spinning and weaving. 

The lem is, of course, to make 
this domination secure and at the 
same time to court the good will of 


nothing which will risk a boycott by 
China upon Japanese goods, for she 
haa seen Hongkong boycotted by 
China for the last thirteen months 
with the result that Hongkong bad 
lost more than 8500,000,000, gold, and 
has had to sit idly by while its trade 
was paralyzed. 

If Japan wins the treaty she seeks 
she will do so only at a price. The 
Chinese accept Japan's hospitality. 
take her free trips, and attend her 
goodwill banquets. But there is al- 
ways one serious speaker at each 
banquet to remind Japan that she 
can have no special treaty unless she 
gives up the special privileges ob- 
tained under the famous Twenty- 
One Demands of the World War 
period.

But San 
Francisco continues to grow; and in its 
growth the whole State takes pride. 

As for the growth of Los Angeles, the 
figures of the State Controller are more 
eloquent than spoken or written words. In 
1880 its population was 11,000; in 1890, 50. 
000; in 1900, 103,000; in 1910, 319,000; in 
1920, 576,000; and its present estimated 
populatjon—an estimate made by an official 
who resides 400 miles from here and can- 
not be charged with being under the infiu- 
ence of our boosters—is 1,260,000. 

While the population of the city of Los 
Angeles is greater than that of the seven 
southern counties, excluding the city, the 
outside growth is so steady and rapid that 
this will probably not be true a decade 
hence; for the star of destiny is not a spot- 
light fixed on this city only. Los Angeles 
may be compared to a diamond set in plati- 
num and surrounded by a circlet of precious 
stones. And how those jewels scintillate 
with their electric lights when viewed from 
an airplane after twilight has fallen! Long 
Beach, Santa Monica, Glendale, Pasadena 
and Santa Ana; they are all visible, with 
effulgent Los Angeles in their midst. 

And beyond this circlet is a second group 
of flourishing cities, stretching like a cres- 
cent moon from San Diego to Santa Bar- 
bara. The lights at night inside that cres- 
cent outnumber the visible stars of the 
heavens. ! 

Those who have lived here for a genera- 
tion view this growth with awe. They feel 
that they are in the midst of a wonder be- 
yond their comprehension. It inclines the 
individual to humility before the unfore- 
seen, and inclines lips that once were wont 
to boast to utter a prayer: |

IPLOMATS AT ODDS 7 
Cold logic and arrogant, bard-bitted 
diplomacy probably never were better ex- 
emplified than in the recently disrupted 
China Customs Conference held at Peking 
by delegates of powers signatory to the 
Washington treaty as to Chinese affairs. 
After seven months of labor, during which 
the conference members were almost con- 
tinually at loggerheads, the task of agree- 
ing upon a definite program for the conduct 
of the customs and the adjustment of ex- 
traterritorial matters was given up as & 
bad job and the delegates are returning 
home. 
This has not been the fault of the repre- 
sentatives of the United States, who were 
instructed to mafntain a conciliatory spirit 
and to do everything to mollify Chinese 
opinion that could be done with dignity and 
justicé. The trouble has been with the 
Chinese, British and Japanese delegates, 
who have interposed stipulations unaccept- 
able to one another and all based on self- 
interest and sordid commercial eonsidera- 
tions. 


Having virtually waived her claim to 
Boxer indemnity, America was not so much 
interested in the collection of Chinese cus- 
toms as Britain and the other powers, which 
have exacted full toll and have been slow 
to relinquish any part of the Chinese tariff 
duties they have claimed in payment of the 
Boxer debt. 


It has been a difficult situation for the 


nal discord in China. An independent and 
detached position was found necessary even 
in the case of America, which, though sym- 
pathetic enough to the people of China, and, 
anxious to give them fair treatment, could 
recognize none of the various factions at- 
tacking Peking and for a time had to deal 
with a “government” that could exert no 
sort of authority.

Dis- 
cord arose in the conference when Japan 
stipulated that China negotiate a separate 
treaty with her, giving Japanese products 
a low tariff rate for ten years. The British 
and American delegates thought they saw 
in this stipulation a Japanese plan to close 
the open door in China.

OISE AND HEALTH 

Another campaign against unnecessary 
noise, expected to become nation-wide, has 
been launched in Chicago by an institution 
which declares noise responsible for many 
diseases of the nerves, for high blood pres- 
sure and for some insanity, and says, on the 
authority of the Chicago Health Commission- 
er, that the average Chicagoan is robbed of 
seven years of life by the ceaseless clatter 
and bang that goes on about him. 

Without pausing for some wise cracker 
to ask why anyone in Chicago should care 
to live seven years longer before passing 
into eternal rest, it may be said there Is a 
strong probability that the Health Commis- 
sioner’s figures are not far wrong. Los An- 


ers in turning down the railroad proposal 
for elevated lines in the city limits, has not 
the same volume nor variety of noise as 
Chicago, but it has plenty and even more 
reason for getting rid of what it has. In 
Chicago the noise may be positively useful 
occasionally in distracting public attention 
from the climate, but it has no such utility 
here. 

Among the noises that Los Angeles could 
do as well without may be mentioned the 
exhaust whistles on trucks, about 70 per 
cent of the clanging of trolley-car gongs,

ARITHMETIC 


BY FRANCES DUNCAN 


No less than 95 per cent of the 
children attending the grammar 
school at Claremont this summer, 
according to Mrs. Adelia Adams 
Samuels, the director, have been 
entered as “below grade in arith- 
metic” or “failed in arithmetic“ 
and in social science. Now these 
are not children from one school, 
but of many grades from several 
schools, taught by many different 
teachers (all, however, rigorously 
under the same system) and com- 
ing to the Claremont summer 
school from a wide ‘radius, chiefly 
Ontario, Upland, Claremont. 

To the ordinary parent it 

looks as if there might be 
something amiss with our way of 
teaching arithmetic, rather than 
with 95 per cent of these children. 
For these youngsters aren't below 
the average in intelligence—by no 
means! 
The failures in social science 
are easy enough for the common 
parent to understand. In our ex- 
perience a youngster of 9 to 
13 years in a healthy, active, 
young savage profoundly unin- 
terested in social science. dev. 
er should we expect to find him 
lost in the perusal of a book on 
that subject. The subject would 
call for forcible feeding. 

Any parent or guardian who has 
more than ong child in his care, 
also any teacher, knows that there 
is no subject in which children dif- 
fer more than in arithmetic. We 
have, on the one hand, the infant 
accountant who revels in figures 
and he cares little for literature 
or language; on the other hand, 
we have the child who finds arith- 
metic exceedingly difficult, but who 
learns history, literature, lan- 
guages, nature lore with ease and 
avidity. Also he may rank high 
in an intelligence test. But we 
grade by arithmetic. Several hun- 
dred years ago a boy of 11 could 
read Latin easily, had a fair knowl- 
edge of Greek, but no more arith- 
metic than the fourth-grade- child 
of today. A child of 12 or 13 can 
learn in a single year all the arith- 
metic given in the previous five 
years—learn it easily and painless- 


Why this deification of arithme- 
tic? In learning the violin, is early 
dexterity with the fingers of pe 
culilar value? Why should we wor- 
ry 8, 9, 10, 11 years old with hours 
and hours of a subject—I leave it 
to the mathematical to calculate 
how many with school work and 
home work added—when he cou 
learn it all at 12 and with an 1 
mense saving of time. 

Aside from the fact that to ex- 
amine in arithmetic requires neli- 
ther judgment nor insight on the 
part of the examiner, only the easy 
ability to discern if the “answer is 
right,” the only cause one can see 
for this imsistence that all chil- 
dren learn the same amount ot 
arithmetic early is tradition; in the 
old days a child’s schooling might 
be brief; therefore, the babe 
should learn to figure at the earli- 
est possible moment. Suppose a 
certain amount of arithmetic is re- 
quired for high school, what earth- 
ly difference does it make if the 
required amount were learned at 
12 or 13, instead of earlier? Then 
the non mathematical child, instead 
of arid years, harassed by a wholly 
undeserved sense of failure, bored 
by year-long repetition of subjects 
with which he is perfectly familiar 
(and learning not to concentrate) 
can enjoy a wide range of reading 
and study and finally tackle his 
“bete noire” with a confident feel- 
ing of real accomplishment behind 
him. As it is, we fasten “poor in 
arithmetic” like a ball and chain 
on many a gifted lad and lass to 
drag him back during his entire 
grammar-school existence. 

Sometime it is to be hoped our 
educators will realize what any 
parent knows, namely, that chil- 
dren differ. Standardization is con- 
venient to the standardizer, But 
children aren't a machine- made 
product. A wise gardener gives 
each plant the soil and situation 
in which it thrives best. A wise 
teacher does the like with chil- 
dren. The hope of a democracy is 
in the variation of the individual.
